Arrest of the Assassin. 

The murderer is a man named Luigi Lao- 
chini. He was born in Paris of Italian 
parents. He was promptly arrested, after 
the assassination. 

After striking the blow he ran alone the 
Rue des Alpes, with the evident intention 
_of entering the Square des Alpes, but before 
reaching it he was seized by two cabmen 


who had witnessed the crime. They handed 
him over to a boatman and a gendarme, 


who conveyed him to the police station. 
The prisoner made no‘resistance. Heeven 


sang as he walked along, saying: ‘‘ I did it, 


and she must be dead.’’ At the police sta- 
tion he declhred that he was a “ starving 
Anarchist, with no hatred for the poor but 
only for the rich.” 

Later, when taken to the dourthoule una 
interrogated by a magistrate in the pres-.

| Grief Shown at Berne. | 

Berne, Switzerland, Sept. 10.—The account 
of the assassination of the Empress of Aus- 
tria received here says: 

“ after having been stabbed from tale: 
the Empress rose and walked on board the 
steamer, where she fell, fainting. The Cap- 
tain did not wish to put off from the quay, 
but did so at the request of the Empress and 
her suite, there being no apprehension that 
she was seriously hurt. The steamer was 
turned back before reaching the open lake 
and the Empress, unconscious, was carried 
to the hotel on a stretcher.”’ 

The President of Switzerland and other 
members of the government were stunned 
with horror and grief when the news reached 
the palace that the Empress, so beloved by 
all Europeans, had fallen a victim to an as- 
sassin within the borders of their country. 
They immediately arranged to hold an ex- 
traordinary federal council on Sunday morn- 
ing in order to consider the measures to take 
against the assassin. The latter must be 
tried according to the\statutes of the canton 
in which the crime was committed, which 
forbid capital punishment and make life im- 
prisonment the most severe penalty which 
can be imposed. 

When the Austrian Minister, Count Kuef- 
stein, was informed of the tragedy, he hur- 
ried to the palace and was met with expres- 
sions of the deepest sympathy. Sosoonasa 
special train could be arranged the Minister 
started for Geneva, accompanied by the 
Deputy Prosecutor General, who took up the 
case at once, his chief being on a vacation. 


Excitement and Sorrow in Vienna. 
Vienna, Sept. 10.—The news of the as- 
sassination of the Empress became k 
here shortly before 6 o'clock this afte 
it spread like lightning.

GENERAL SHAFTER 
HAS A GRIEVANCE 


ON OWN ACCOUNT. 


Visits President [icKinley and Ad- 
jutant General Corbin, and the 
Latter Wears an Angry and Ir- 
ritated Look. | 


New York, Sept. 10.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says 
General Shafter’s visit to President McKin- 
ley this morning was of the greatest im- 
portance. Immediately after: his arrival at 
the Executive Mansion Surgeon General 
Sternberg, Quartermaster General Luding- 
ton, and Commissary General Eagan were 
sent for and the President and Genera! Cor- 
bin had a consultation with them of more 
than an hour. 

It was evident from the looks of the men 
as they emerged from the White House 
that General Shafter had made complaints 
against the administration of affairs dur- 
ing the Santiago campaign. Every one 
looked worried. 

Generals Shafter and Corbin and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Miley after leaving the Presi- 
dent went to the War department. Gen- 
eral Corbin cleared his office of spectators 
and issued instructions that he was not to 
be disturbed. He even dismissed his con- 
fidential secretary and Genera! Shafter dis- 


‘pensed with his aid, Colonel Miley. Then 


the two had a conference of thirty minutes 
and when it was completed General Corbin 
was irritated and angry. 

During his talk with General Shafter the 
Adjutant General's face was extremely red 
with anger and he frequently emphasized 

his remarks by a vigorous pounding of the 
arms of the chair in which he was sitting,

Sexton, Chicago: Will you render the country a 
great service by accepting my appointment as a 
member ef the committee to examine into the 
conduct of the Commissary, Quartermaster’s, 
and Medical Bureaus of the War department 
during the war, and tnto the extent of the causes 
and treatment of sickness tn the field and the 


camps? It is my desire that the full and exact 
truth shall be ascertained and made known. I 
cannot too strongly impress upon you my earnest 
wish that this committee shall be of such high 
character that it will command the complete 
confidence of the country, and I trust you will 
consent to serve. WILLIAM McKINLEY.

SOLDIERS MAY NOT PARADE. 


Obstacles in the Way of a Review 
of the Porto Rican 
Troops. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—There is some 
doubt, after all, whether the parade of the 
troops returning from Porto Rico desired by 
the citizens of New York can be arranged for 
next week, or, indeed, at all. Not that the 
consent of the President is lacking, for he 
told General Miles today that the troops 
might parade if the conditions would permit. 
The events of today may prevent the execu- 
tion of that purpose. 

General Miles said tonight that the arrival 
at New York of the big transport Mississippi 
had not been taken into account in his calou- 
lations. There was aboard a large number 
of the crack troops of the Porto Rican force, 
including the Philadelphia artillery, a large 
body of cavalry, and other troops, that 
would have made an imposing parade in con- 
junction with those now on the way. But 
these had gone to the.railroad cars imme- 
diately upon landing and been forwarded to 
their homes and were beyond recall. 

Of the soldiers to come from Porto Rico 
there aré now only the troops under Gen- 
eral Wilson and General Garretson, num- 
bering about two thousand, and alone they 
would not make much of a showing on 
parade. 

It would be possible, perhaps, he said, to 
make good the deficiency if the troops at 
Montauk could be Wrought to New York in 
time, by which he meant next Saturday, and 
efforts will be made in that direction. 

General Miles’ idea is to have the men 
parade and then be placed aboard the cars 
immediately, on the Pennsylvania, Erie, and 
Baltimore and Ohio railroads, and dis- 
patched at once to their home stations. He 
was confident that they would be in physi- 
cal condition for a parade, as the sick have 
been removed to the hospitals, and tnere is 
nothing to hamper them. Acting Secretary 
Meiklejohn is now considering the proposi- 
tion.

sports, with decidedly martialinstincts. He 
entered into the duties of government with 
zeal, and the year after his accession abol- 
ished the ancient constitution of Hungary. 
A successful war against Italy followed, and 
having thus assured himself of his power he 
set out to complete his accession by follow- 
ing the wishes of his father, the Archduke 
Charles, who, having married the Princess 
Sophie of Bavariz, united with her in arrang- 
ing for the marriage of the young Emperor 
to a Bavarian Princess. The Duchess Caro- 
line was chosen and the Emperor went to 
visit his lady at the palace in Munich. 

The Duchess was a charming young girl of 
20, and quite capable of fascinating any man, 
but her younger sister, Elizabeth was one 
of the most beautiful women of her day and 
his Majesty fell deeply in love with her. 
Fortunately, he could carry out the spirit of 
his father’s wish, if not the letter, in marry- 
ing the younger Princess, and as she re- 
turned his affection the marriage was hap- 
pily arranged with her parents. The 
Princess Caroline later married the Prince of 
Thurn and Taxis. 

The earlier years of married life were 
happy for the Emperor and his young wife, 
although the Empress failed to recognize her 
new duties at court as he could have desired 
A 
daughter was born to them the year after 
their marriage, and was named Sophie, but 
died at the age of 2 years. Their second 
daughter, Eisela, married Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria. The Crown Prince Rudolf was 
born Aug. 21, 1858, and their youngest child, 
the Archduchess Marie-Valerie, was born 
ten years later. Both have taken.the great- 
est comfort in their children, and this mutual 
interest carried them through many trials: 


Epoch of Tragedies, 


Then came a tragic epoch in the lives of 
both, and the Empress for months was al- 
most insane. While the Emperor was 
plunged in his first great grief over the 
death of his brother, the Archduke Ferdi- 
nand, better known as Emperor Maximilian 
of Mexico, occurred the tragedy uf 
Meyerling, in which Prince Rudolf died. 


| This occurred Jan. 30, 1889, and resulted in 


one of the greatest scandals of European 
courts in modern times. While a royal party 
‘was staying at the Villa of Meyerling, en- 
joying the chase, Prince Rudolf was found 
dead in his room one night by Duke Phillip, 
Count Hoyos, and the valet, Johann. They 
were to have kept the matter secret, and 
announce that 
apoplexy. That night the Empress went to 
the room of her son to pray, and accidentally 
pushed back a cloth that covered his head, 
when she discovered the bullet wound that 
had caused death. “The stories that came out 
after that were highly sensational, and in- 
cluded a nameless young woman of aristo- 
cratic family who had been found in tho 
Prince’s room. It was reported that the 
Prince had committed suicide,.and on other 
authorities that he had been shot by a 
wronged husband. 

The Empress had been subjfected to ail the

When General Alger, Colonel Hecker, Gov- 
ernor Pingree, and the other speakers of the 
evening ascended the platform the audience 
rose en masse and cheered for the Secretary. 


Needs No Defender at Home. 


Governor Pingree, after he had opened the 
meeting, turned it over to the Hon. Alfred 
Russell, who in accepting took occasion to 
eulogize the Secretary as an organizer of 
victories. Mr. Russell said that in Michigan 
Secretary Alger needed no defenders against 
the recent criticisms of his conduct of the 
war, as his friends here do not believe them. 

The Rev. Washington I. Gardner, Secre- 
tary of State and a widely known G. A. R. 
veteran, followed Mr. Russell, and said that 
in after years Secretary Alger would take 
a@ place as the great Secretary of War, A 
number of other Detroiters followed Mr. 
Gardner in five minute speeches, all eulo- 
gistic of the General. Mr. Russe!l then pre- 
sented the guest of honor, the Secretary him- 

General Alger said in part: 

“Tt thank God I am at home again. I had 
not expected such a welcome, and my heart 
is too full to be expressed in words. People 
not actively in it can scarcely realize the 
storm of the last few months. The organiz- 
ing of an army of 200,000 men was a great 
task. That some things might have been 
done better I have no doubt, but as regards 
the War department I ask the world to turn 
the strongest searchlight it has upon it.

London, Sept. 10.—The Marchesa d@’Alll- 
grilli, singer and author, better known by 
her professional name of Blanche Roosevelt, 
died today at her residence, 25 Montague 
street, Portman Square. toa 

Her death had been expected for several 
days, as her health had been giving way for 
some time, and recently while staying at 
Eastbourne, a fashionable seaside place in 
Sussex, she became seriously ill. Her physi- 
clans pronounced her suffering from a com- 
plication of disorders, inducing complete 
nervous collapse. 

She earnestly pleaded to be removed to 
London, whera she could have the best medi- 
cal advice, and although her condition ren- 
dered even the journey of eighty miles risky, 
she was brought to town. | 
Here she gut rapidly worse. Her brain 
gave way and she fell into a state of semi- 
unconsciousness, in: which she lingered to 
the end. For a couple of days there was a 
slight improvement, giving a faint hope of 
saving her life, but her recovery would have 
been little short of a miracle. For the last 
three days she was hovering between life 
and death and was unable to recognize any 
one. The interment probably will take place 
at Kensal Grevn Cemetery. | 

La Crosse, Wis., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— 
Blanche Isabella Pauline Tucker, com- 
munly known iis “‘ Katie,”” was born at San- 
dusky, O., and was the second child and 
oldest daughter of W. H. Tucker, a lawyer 
of some reputw. She was about 8 years old 
when the family moved here. Tucker’s prac- 
tice fell away, so that they were poor in 1863, 
when he raised a company, of which he was 
Captain. He had charge of Camp Douglas 
in Chicago. 

After the wur the family moved to Chi- 


cagy, and in the early spring of 1866 Tucker | 
died of consumption at 15 Silver street. 


Ixittie took her first music lesson of a teacher 
named .Morgan in Crosby’s Opera-Hcuse. 
Her mother wrote for the newspapers and 
about 1868 published a book under the tille of 
‘‘Hawthorne Wale.”” Kittle’s beauty and 
talents attracted attention and opportunity 


The late Franc B. Wilkie sent Blanche to 
Paris to be educated. She was especially 
proficient in language and devoted to music. 
Her literary taste was developed later, .per- 
haps after some of the disappointments por- 
trayed in “ Stmge Struck,” in which Miss 
Roosevelt is snid to be her own heroine. 
placing the scene in La Crosse, her child- 
hood’s home. | 

Blanche Roosevelt had a varied career. 
She attracted friends everywhere by her 
beauty and her talents. Her husband was 
an Italian nobleman, the Marquis d@’AlligrillL 

Longfellow was her friend and it was 
under his supurvision she wrote her first 
book, *‘ Home Life of Longfellow.’’ ‘When 


captivated every one. Her ‘portrait is in 
every studio in Europe. She was called 
**the most beautiful woman In Pafis.”’ 

She assisted ijecretary Blaine In receiving 
the diplomats of the world at the Yorktown 
centennial. Hur “ Life of Gustave Doré” 
won for her a @ecoration from the French 
Institute. She was a relative of Theodore 
Rooseveit, the Colonel of the Rough Riders. 

For several years Miss Roosevelt had 
made London her home. | 

She leaves two sisters, Mrs. Edward Low 
of New York and one who Is a physician in 
California, also one brother, who is a civil 
engineer in California. The only relative 
now living here is the wife of Mayor James 
McCord. | !

Miss Tucker, or Blanche Roosevelt, as she 
was known among musical people, lived for 
a time in Chicago before going to Italy, 
where she studied first.

Miss Tucker was a frequent contributor 
of foreign letters to Chicago newspapers 
during her residence in Paris. Her life 
in Chicago was recalled last night by some 
of her former musical friends. C. H. Brit- 
tan, 4160 Lake avenue, a musical writer and 
former friend of Miss Tucker, said of her: 

“Miss Tucker was known in Chicago 
chiefly as a ballad singer, and had achieved 
a reputation before going abroad to study. 
I remember singing with her on several oc- 
casions, and the benefit which was given 
her by the musical people of Chicago. She 
Was a remarkably brilliant woman.”

| New York, Sept. 10. 
Probably no man in Europe took a deeper 


gubject that he discussed the victornes of 
Dewey and Schley when he arrived here on 
the Campania today.

The crews and offi- 
cers of the Spanish ships may have been 
brave, but they did not have the training, 
the skill, and the sustained perseverance of 


me. I knew that the Spaniards were not 
proficient in gunnery and the marksmanship 
of the Americans was superb. No one that 
knows anything about naval affairs ever 
expects to hear of straight shooting by the 
Spaniards. I never heard of any Spanish 
naval maneuver, and I don’t remember to 
havé heard of any target practice on board 
their ships. | 

“The Spanish officers are too devoted to 
their pleasures and their cigarets to be really 
efficient in action, and they lack the sturdy 


training in seamanship that is requisite . 


wherever proper results are to be obtained. 

“On the other hand, while the navy of the 
United States is small, it is efficient. The 
men, from the lowest to the highest ranks, 
are thoroughly trained, and there is the 
highest standard of discipline. The working 
of their guns was perfect, and their marks- 
manship was true.

London, Sept. 10.—The massacre of British 
goldiers and Cretan Christians has caused 
intense indignation in England, and the Sul- 
tan is attacked with vehemence by the press 
on the general theory that he is personally 
yesponsible for the conduct of the Turkish 
goldiers under Edhem’s command. 

This can hardly be considered fair play. 
The outbreak of mob violence was the nat- 
ural result of the absurd LKuropeun arrange- 
ments for the government of the island. 

The-cabinet of four Admirals has repre- 
sented the rivalries of jealous European 
powers rather than any definite principle of 
government. These martinets could not be 
expected to agree upon any permanent policy 
of administration, yet they were called upon 
to govern an island divided against/ itself 
and pulsating with religious strife and fa- 


The stiuation would have been hopeless, 
even if the Turkish garrison had not been 
onthe ground. The explosion has come and 
the responsibility cannot justly be saddled 
upon the Sultan’s government by the Ad- 


International Jealousies Responsible. 


International jealousy is the real cause of. 
‘the massacre, and the abuse of the Sultan 
ig irrational, when the European powers 
have mismanaged the Cretan question and 
displayed senseless incapacity for dealing 
with the forces of disorder in the island. 

The A@mirals themselves perceive the 
hopelessness of their task, and are now 
clamoring for the appointment of a Governor 
and the withdrawal of the Turkish troops. 

But both of these necessary measures have 


more difficult by the mas-

The 

brightest sign of hope is the fact that the 

British soldiers have fallen in martyrdom 
to their duty. The slaughter will be more 
Oiective than the massamere of the Cretan 
Ciristians, who have a fatal facility of im- 
Mating the ruthless traits of their Moslem 
fellow-isianders.

Stealing $35,000 
Worth of Stock from 
John Cudahy. 


‘DECLARES HE Is’ INNOCENT.

J ohn T. Leonard, assistant superintendent 
of Armour & Co.’s lard refinery at the Stock- 
Yards, was arrested last night on a war- 
rant charging him with stealing $25,000 
worth of lard from John Cudahy’s packing- 
house in Nashville, Tenn. Michael Cudahy 
declares, however, the amount stolen will 
scarcely reach $5,000. The warrant, he says, 
was issued at the request of William Brown, 
superintendent of the packing-house in 
Nashville, and he thinks the complaint was 
made out for a large amount im case other 
shortages are discovered. 

Leonard was for years employed as super- 
intendent of John Cudahy’s Nashville lard 
refinery. He started as a packer when the 
house was established by the Cudahy Pack- 
ing company. He resigned his position last 
May and after his departure, it is said, the 
néw superintendent of the lard refinery dis- 
covered that Leonard’s accounts rere 


wrong. 

An investigation followed and it ts | said 
the discovery was made that $4,000 worth of 
lard had been stolen since last December. 
How long the stealing was going on Mr. 
Brown says he does not know, but thinks it 
covered a period of two years. Two other 
men, he says, were implicated and they, too, 
have disappeared from Nashville. One of 
them is said to be in Chicago. 

Detectives Tousley and Elliott have been 
looking for Leonard since last June. ey 
were told a week ago that he had secured 
a position in Armour & Co.’s lard refinery, 
Mr. Brown was notified, and with a Gov- 
ernor’s warrant he came to Chicago yester- 
day and Leonard was taken into custody. 

Leonard denied the charge against him 
and said he knew nothing about it. He has 
been living at Seventy-first street and Lang- 
ley avenue since coming to Chicago, He hag 
a wife and three children. 

John Cudahy was not at home last night, 
having gone to Milwaukee in the afternoon. 
His brother, Michael Cudahy, said he was 
not aware the amount charged against Leon- 
ard was $25,000. 

‘*My brother told me today,” said Mr. 
Cudahy, ‘‘ that Leonard was to be arrested. 


I understood from him the amount of Leon-

German Editor Writes of 
Majesty.” 


PEOPLE ARE IN THE DARK 


No One in All Germany Knows Its 
Meaning. 


TRIALS INCREASE IN NUMBER. 


HE editor of a German paper, with- 
holding for obvious reasons his own 
name and that of his paper, writes for 
the Boston Globe an article on that 
strange crime, lese majesty.’’ No- 

body, he says, in all Germany knows what 
*“lese majesty’ is, and from the present 
Outiook it seems doubtful whether any one 
will ever learn. The most interesting part 
of his letter is as follows: 

Germany has attained an ill-favored re- 
nown in foreign countries by the numbérless 
political trials which have occurred since the 
present Kaiser ascended the throne. Most 
of these proceedings have been instituted on 
the charge of lese majesty, a crime for which 
the English-speaking nations have not even 
word in their dictionaries. 

The periods of incarceration which have 
been inflicted on men and women of all 
classes for the offense would aggregate cen- 


. turies. Venerable widows of 70 and school- 


girls of 15 have been sent to jail alike fora 
Emperor, 


though the press has provi a good pro- 


portion of the offenders. . 
Now, what is this terrible crime of lese 
majesty ?7 How does the law define it? Clause 
95 of the German penal code gives some in- 
formation on this point. It reads thus: 

“* Whosoever is found guilty of libeling the 
Kaiser, or one of the federated German Sov- 
ereigns, will be sentenced to prison for not 
less than two months, or to incarceration in 
a fortress two months to five years.”’ 

Thies is the law as it stood of old. It hag 
not been altered under the present Emperor. 
The only change that has ocurred is a severe 
and extended application, such as was never 
beforeattempted. 

Under the old Emperor one did not hear 
much of “‘ Majestats Beleidigungs Prozes- 
gen” (trial for lese majesty). His Majesty 
performed the duties of a sovereign much 
like Queen Victoria of England.. But this 
gtate of things was altered altogether as soon 
as William II. occupied the throne. 

{The article then gives numerous instances 
of the Kaiser’s utterances, principally those 
of his ‘‘ September speeches,”’ which betray 
his belief “that the almighty and he are 
eomething like near relatives,’’ and that the 
people were, so to speak, made for him to 
govern. } | 

Increased Number of Trials. 


» Although the country had hitherto been 
gtartied by the heavy 
of lese majesty, ey we 

ood of these pro- 
ceedings which broke all over the fatherland 
after these September speeches. From Sep- 
tember, 1895, dates the high tide of persecu- 
tions caused by the personal entrance of the 
Kaiser into politics. og 

The Kaiser had frankly spoken ofcivil war 
for which he would call upon the guards. But 
nobody was allowed to say that the Kaiser 
had done it. For to initiate a civil warisa 
crime, and to-say that the Kaiser had borne 
in mind the idea of civil war is lese majesty, 
notwithstanding the fact that he had really 
and publicly uttered that idea as his own. 

The Kaiser had called a million and a half 
subjects ‘‘ fatherlandless scamps,’’ but when 
a journalist wrote that the Kaiser had 
Social Democyats, he was 
gentenced for lese majesty, because the 
Kaiser is by law supposed to be unable to 
“abuse even when he has clearly done so. 
In the case of this journalist the public 
prosecutor defined the theory of lese majesty 
thus: 

“I do not ask whether what the accused 
maintained in his article be untrue or true, 
whether it has any justification or founda- 
tion, whether it be provoked by the Emperor 
or not, whether the Emperor has used those 
worda or not. The only question at issue is: 
Did he say that the Emperor had abused the 
Social Democrats or not? He admits he did 
write it. That is absolutely sufficient for his 
conviction. As soon as he says: ‘ The Em- 

ror has abused,’ he is guilty. In cases of 
se majesty no plea of justification is al- 
lowed, The King can dono wrong!” 

He can do no wrong! Even if he does wrong 
it is no wrong! That is what the German 
people are commanded to believe since the 
** Septémber-kurs’"’ was opened, that the 
German people are commanded by the Judges 
of the country to accept as justice! P 


Case of Liebknecht. 


When Liebknecht, the aged leader of the 
Bocial Democratic party, opened the an- 
nual party congress at Breslau some weeks 
after those September specches of the Kai- 
ser, he said in his opening address, in which 
the person of the Emperor was not even al- 
luded to: ‘“ Thrusts of dirt, from whatever 
direction they may come, cannot hit us.” 
Result—four months’ imprisonment on ac- 
count of lese majesty for the septuagenar- 
jan, upon whom his most bitter opponents 
looked with respect. 

It may surpise people outside of our own 
* fatherland " to learn how the court arrived 
at this conviction. Here are the ‘‘ motifs”’ 
ofthe judgment: “ These words (thrusts of 
Girt) do not, as such, constitute lese ma- 
jJesty, and the accused is such an experienced 
politician that it was evidently his desire 
and his intention not to commit lese 
majesty.” But as the Kaiser had a few 
weeks before condemned the Social Demo- 
crats in strong terms, ‘‘ there might have 
been people in the audience who might 
eventually have been of the opinion that 
Liebknecht alluded to the Kaiser as throw- 
Girt, well have been the in- 
necht to provoke 
opinion in his audience.” at 

One may easily imagine how the confidence 
of the people in the administration of “ jus- 
tice’ has been strengthened. 


There is another typical feature of the lese . 


Majesty epidemy. After some months of 
naministering “ justice of this sort, noBody 
m Germany knew what lese majesty was 
ind what it was not. Not even Judges knew, 
lor cn the same article courts in different 
towns diverged in judgment. 
One editor was sentenced to nine months’ 
mont, which he has served, for an 
article for which two high courts in another 
bown declined to prosecute, because, in their 
ppinion, there was not the slightest trace of 
lese majesty in it. 


Another Surprising Instance. 

But the most startling example of these 
corrupt trials is this: A provincia! paper 
printed an article of its Berlin correspond- 
ent, commenting on the fact that nearly 
all duelist murderers were pardoned, while 
political prisoners had always to undergo 
their sentence. As the right of pardoning 
belongs to the Crown, the provincia! Judges 
came to the conclusion that the editor of 
whe paper had committed lese majesty be- 
cause he had attributed: to the Crown an 
unequal and unjust administration of the 
right of pardon. The editor had to undergo 
three months’ imprisonment. 

Of course; since the provincial editor, as 
the minor criminal who only printed the 
vicious article, was sent to prison, the actua] 
author deserved to be punished in a more 
severe way, especially since he lived, as it 
were, under the eye of sacred majesty. So 
the provincial prosecutor triumphantiy sent 
the judgment of his court to his Berlin co)- 
league, who at once established proceed- 
ings against the Berlin correspondent. 

The ridiculous conclusion of the matter 
was that, though the public prosecutor read 
out to the BerlinJudges the decision of their 
provincial colleagues, they unanimously 
discharged the author. stating that itn their 
judgment the article contained nothing but 
fair criticism, and if such expressions of 
public opinion were to be punished, fair criti- 
cism would become impossible. 

It is a fact that nobody in Germany knows 
at this moment what lese majesty is. For 
@afety’s sake there is a mutua! but tacit 
agreement among those concerned as far 
as possible not to mention the’ Kaiser and 
his doings. If he makes speeches they are 


registered verbatim without comment. That 
is, indeed, the strongest criticisia to which 
they can possibly be subjected. 
As a final resort the editor of the Kiad- 
Trojan, recently

resorted 


to the advice of the old Latin sage, ** Ridenda 
dicre verum,” and instructed his artists to 
draw a comic picture of one of the Em- 
peror’s addresses to his recruits. The na- 
tion once laughed good naturedly at her 
Kaiser, but Herr Trojan was excluded from 
the common merriment. He is allowed during 
two months to meditate upon the lesson the 
Berlin Judges gave him, that to make the 
nation laugh at the Kaiser is one of the 


most terrible crimes of fin de siécle—at 


least in Germany. | 
Denunciation Is Common. 


There is another, perhaps the most per- 
nicilous outcome of these lese majesty pros- 
ecutions. I mean the accursed pest of de- 
nunciation which has fouled vast circles 
of the population. Every man or woman 
in Germany, I dare say, has at least one 
lese majesty on his or her conscience, and 
it is a detestable proof of the wickedness 
of human hature that since the initiation 
of the ‘“‘ September-kurs ’’—which means the 
course adopted by our government since 
the speech of the Emperor to the guards 
in September, 1895—that “ friends ’’ ,have 
denounced their friends, neighbors their 
neighbors, workers their fellow-workers, 
mothers-in-law their sons-in-law, fathers 
their sons, nay, even wives their hus- 
bands. 

One cannot trust even hig intimate ac- 
quaintances in this regard.) Neither age 
nor sex is protected from the public prose- 
cutor. | 

Readers in a country where lese majesty 
is an unknown thing may perhaps conceive 
the suspicion that I am telling tales, or, 
at least, am strongly exaggerating. But the 
following quotations from hewspaper re- 
ports wiil dismiss such suspicions. They 
are, with one exception, cases tried in a 
single month, and could be augmented ad 
libitum. | 


Nov. 16. The tradesman Baumann was 


sentenced at Stettin for six months for 
lese majesty. Some women customers with 
whom he had quarreled had denounced 
him. | | 
Nov. 5. Liebsch, a laborer in a furnish- 
ing shop at Magdeburg, was sentenced for 
lese majesty, because in conversation he 


had sharply criticised the Emperor’s come 


position, Sang an Aegir.”” | | 

Nov. 9. The issue of the Vorwirts was 
seized by the public prosecutor for a para- 
graph containing the note that two police- 
men who had been sentenced to three 
months for assault had been pardoned by 
the Emperor, to which note the editor add- 
ed the remark that such leniency contrast- 
ed strangely with the severe punishmefts 
for lese majesty. The editor of the Vor- 


wirts was sentenced to three months’ im- 
prisonment for such criticism of the Kaiser's © 


rights, 
Nov. 22. Kupezyk, a Polish laborer of | 
Neu-Weissensee, near Berlin, was sentenced 
to five months and two weeks for lese 
majesty. While intoxicated he had smashed 
the pictures suspended from the walls of 
his own room, one of them representing 
the Emperor. His own wife, who had in- 
formed against him, was the chief witness. 


Other Cases in Point. 
Nov. 29. An invalid miner anda plasterer, 
both from Essen, were taken into custody 
and proceedings Initiated against them. In 
a drunken discussion they had uttered some 
words against the Emperor, which wete re- 
ter to the authorities by their compan- 
ons. 
Nov. 30. A Danish actor named Marx, 
while on a lecturing tour to Hamburg, staid 
at a hotel in Sonderburg. Marx was known 
as a Danish agitator in Schleswig-Holstein. 
He had a conversation with a parlor maid 
at the hotel, the latter telling him that the 
soldiers of the garrison were going to playa 
comedy that night in honor of the Empress’ 
birthday. Marx replied to the maid, “Aa 
foj,”" a Danish phrase meaning ‘“‘ What a 
pity.”” The maid repeated this phrase to the 
authorities, and the public prosecutor, trans- | 
lating ‘‘Aa foj"’ erroneously by “ah fy,” 
“oh pfui’’ in German, at once arrested the 
actor and instituted proceedings against him 
for lese majesty. After having been in cus-_ 
tody for a long time the actor was tried and 
discharged, the judges accepting his plea 
that the words did not mean “ah fy,’’ but 
“what a pity,” his intention having been to 
express his regret that the play was to be 
enacted by diléttantes and not by profession- 
al actors. This case created something of a 
sensation, even in Germany. r || | 
Nov. 22. A widow named

was tried in Hanover behind closed doors. 
She was sentenced to five months. Hl 
Within the Christmas week) following nine 


cases of lese majesty were tried, three being 
dismissed, The others were disposed of by 
sentencing the prisoners to twenty-two 
months. For the year 1894, the year before 
the ** September kurs,’’ 622 persons were sen- 
tenced for lese majesty, eleven of them being 
under 18 years of age. In 1895 more than a 
thousand were convicted. | | 
That there is no abatement in this unpleas- 
ant situation is shown by the following re- 
cent case selected at random fromthe news-. 
papers: | 
May 4, 1898—The shoemaker, Karl Goriich 
of Zaboze, has been sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment by the Criminal Court 
of Gleiwitz for lese majesty. His wife, who 
is described as a pious wombn| was the in- 
former. 
I think the reader will be satisfied by this 
jevidence. It comes from Ge?fmany, and 
tiffre aie still no signs of abatement, for 
speechmaking goes on. Witness the speeches 
at Kiel before the departure of Prince Henry 
for Kiao Chou, on the ‘‘ mailed fist ’ and the 
** gospel of your majesty’s sacred person.” 
But one thing is sure: The subject of lese 
majesty will play a prominent part in future 


elections and the voice of the people when» 


it finds utterance will be distingt enough to 
reach even the dulled ears of the resident of 
the schloss.

But those who do 
so are probably unaware of the changes the 
jast ten years have wrought in this portion 
of the city, and its numerous beauties and 
improvements. | 

A man who is an authority on all that per-

oer What we used to call the West Side Is 
now the middle side—the intermediate side. 
The old West Side is as it was twenty years 
ago, congested, ugly, inadequate. With the 
new West Side comparatively few except 
actual residents are familiar. I should say 
that the greater and unappreciated West 
gide begins at Rockwell street and extends 
to Melrose.” 

“ But you include several suburbs.”’ 

“J would include all places within reach 
of transportation facilities. These suburbs 
are part of the future West Side. Their 
lines of distinction from the city proper are 
decidddly nebulous.

who lived in the western part of the South 
Division of Chicago twenty years ago found 
themselves encamped on a marshy, mal- 
odorous, and depressing prairie. Those who 
were so unfortunate as to live on Polk or 
Taylor street west of Ashland avenue found 
themselves when the rain descended in much 
the same condition as Noah would have been 
if he had neglected to build the ark. They 
were encircled, submerged. The water rose 
to the level of the high wooden sidewalks. 
One could swim out or stay at home. The 
Rush Medical College and Cook County Hos- 
pital, looming up in the vicinity of Hermi- 
tage avenue, gave to that portion of thecity 
its chief claim to architectural distinction. 
Then Douglas Park was only directly ac- 
cessible by the Twelfth street line. At in- 
tervals varying from thirty to fifty nNnutes 
a bumping conveyance made its appearance. 
As for Garfield Park—well, Garfield Park 
wag to Chicagoans the spot behind which the 
sun set. It was the extreme western limit. 
West of Garfield Park was darkness and 
iliimitable prairie. From Marshfield avenue 
to Fifty-second street was one immense and 
barren waste.

Was a Desert Waste. 


In '78 there was not a single building in the 
territory bounded on the east by Marshfield 
avenue, on the south by Twelfth street, on 
the west by Ogden avenue, and on the north 
by Taylor street. For several blocks on 
Ashland avenue there was not a house to ob- 
struct the view one mile west to Western 
avenue. 

As late as ten years ago there were on 
Twelfth street, between Western avenue and 
Fortieth street, only four frame houses and 
one brick building. These are still in exist- 
ence, but there are also great factories, cop- 
per and minéral works, ment plants, 
rows of handsome houses, fine ools, and 
innumerable stores and office buildings. 

Twenty years ago—and later—rack-ribbed 
horses wheezed their asthmatic way along 
the few streets that boasted car lines, drag- 
ging behind them cumbrous and creaking 
vehicles, wherein the ankle-deep straw was 
steeped with tobacco juice. There was no 
way of heating those old horse cars. One 
was frozen through with an impartiality and 
thoroughness to make a cold storage pro- 
prietor green with envy. Then Flournoy 
street ended a monotonous and feeble strug- 
gle for growth east of Oakley avenue, The 
throaty chorus of the frogs which bordered 
Paulina street south of Congress could be 
heard for many blocks. 

At that time the part known distinctively 
as the Twelfth street district, which is 
bounded by Harrison street on the north, 
Sixteenth street on the south, Wood street 
on the west, and the river on the east, 
swarmed with disreputable women and des- 
perate men. The latter hesitated at no out- 
rage nor violence. It seemed that there in 
greater force than elsewhere in the city 
were the vulgar, the vicious, and the illiter- 
ate herded. Murders were of such frequent 
occurrence that a week guiltless of human 
butchery was uncommon. Thugs wrought 
their own sweet will, and many of the police- 
men attempting to maintain or restore order 
were shot down. People became chary of 
venturing within its confines after nightfall. 
On one-particular night four murders were 
recorded to its discredit. 3 

Even ten years ago there were a class of 
men within the borders specified to whom 
crime meant “ brown beer and skittles,” 
and the success of crime was as the breath 
of their nostrils. 


Peace Now Reigns. 

With the extinction of the ** Market Square 
gang,” the desperadoes were finally weeded 
out.

Influence of Jesuit Church. 


| ‘The strongest factor in the reformation 
of the Twelfth street district 1s the Jesuit 
Church, commonly known as the Church of 
the Holy Family. When in 1857 ‘Father 
Damen built his little frame shanty in the 
center of a dreary plain he was laughed at. 
Nine years later he built the present Jesuit 
Church, which today boasts the largesi con- 
gregation of any church in the city, acd in 
so far as actual results are considered, in- 
cluding the number of communions an::ual- 
ly administered (those of last year num- 
bered 312,000), the largest of any in the 
world. Apart from St. Ignatius’ College, 
the Jesuits conduct seven parochial schools. 
The college has an attendance of 450 schol- 
ars. Its museum is valued at $100,009. It 
is stated that in point of rarity and variety 
of specimens it excels the Washingtonian 
collection. Father Myers of the Holy Fam- 
ily Church is responsible for the statement 
which was vouched for by the late Chief 
O'Donnell, is corroborated by Mr. W. J. 


Onahan, and is not denied by the present 


police authorities, that within the boun- 
daries of the parish pertaining to this caurch 
there is not a single house of disrepu:able 
character.

from easy belief to superstition is not a long 
step. It may be questioned. whether as a 
class they are more superstitious than lands-

Nevertheless,superstition, especially in the 
form of a belief in omens, is an ever present 
element in the true deep: water sailor’s char- 


acter, and not to be ignored. Even though, 


in many ways, steam has superseded sails, 
or at least forced them into a place of sub- 
ordinate importance, and the real old ‘“‘ sea- 
dog ’’ has been in many places succeeded by 
mechanics, yet the tricks of mind which 
were peculiar to the days of wooden hulls 
still cling to the forecastle, and even to the 
quarter deck, and one of these is that ifa 
** hoodoo ”’ once attaches to a ship it clings 
till the bitter end. 

The satlors who heaved Jonah overboard 
were but prototypes of.their fellows of mod- 
ern times. He is a rare tar who will ship 
in a vessel that the rats have left, or who 
will start a voyage on a Friday, or who has 
not a vague but tenacious notion about a 
cat’s tail and the wind. 

In * Pericles,”’ on the supposed death of 
Thaisa, when at sea, one of the sailors says 
to Pericles: 

‘* Sir, your Queen must overboard. The 
sea works high, the wind is loud, and will 
not lie till the ship be cleared of the dead.”’ 

‘‘ That's your superstition,” Pericles re- 
plies. 

“* Pardon me, sir,” the sailor answers, stub- 
born in his superstition, but withal willing 
to give good reason for it. ‘‘ With us a} sea 
it hath been still observed—and we are strong 
in custom.”’ | 

There is the pith of the matter—custom. 
Jack has been accustomed to having. his 
ship glide from the ways to the appropriate 
ceremony of a christening with wine, and he 
is ‘‘strong in custom.” In the days of 
mythology the sailor poured libations of wine 
at the launching of the galley, and breaking 
the botth on the bow is only the modern 
form of the same ceremony. Each involves 
the idea of dedication, each suggests an ap- 
peal to the powers that rule the winds and 
waves for blessings; each is the uplifting of 
the sailor’s heart in a fashion of reverence 
to the Unseen and the Unknown. . 

_ To omit the baptism of the ship, according 
to Jack’s logic, is little less than sacrilege. 
Small wonder that he who most of his years 
has only a plank between him and eternity 
should hesitate to overfreight his frail craft 
at the start with the appalling retribution 
of the elements.

Sad Record of the Misuse of Offi- 
gt cial Power. 


NEW LIGHT ON THE CASE.

Was Chanzy’s Attache. | 

He first came into prominence as military 
attaché of the French Embassy at St. 
Petersburg during the time when General 
Chanzy was Ambassador, and it is impossi- 
ble to deny that he achieved there among 
Russian military men a popularity never 
before acquired by any foreign officer. Gen- 
eral Chanzy was a particular favorite both 
of Alexander II. and of Alexander III., who 
recognized in him one of the few remarka- 
ble commanders, as well as one of the most 
gallant officers, on the French side in the 
war of 1870. De Boisdeffre came in for 
some of the reflected glory of his chief. I 
used to know him well in those days, and 
can recall that he passed for a man of 
extraordinary cleverness and quickness of 
intellect, apparently jovial, bon vivant, and 
free spoken, and yet who, somehow -or an- 
other, never gave himself away, while en- 
couraging the confidence of others. The 
only faults that could be four@in him were 
a lack of exactitude in his statements and 
information—such, for instance, as that 
which he so strikingly displayed in the 
totally unjustifiable charges against Cap- 
tain Borup, of the United States Legation 
—a certain degree of indolence, which he 
apparently imagined could be atoned for 
by his cleverness, and a fondness for in- 
trigue. 

It may be recalled that General Chanzy 
Was one of the original champions of an alli- 
ance between France and Russia, and he 
inculeated this idea into his military at- 
taché, who, soon after his return from Rus- 
sia, was appointed by General de Miribel, 
at that time chief of the general staff, as 
his principal lieutenant and adlatus. From 
that time forth—that is to say, for the last 
sixteen years—General de Boisdeffre has 
alWays been connected with the headquar- 
ters staff at the War department, eventual- 
ly succeeding Genéral de Miribel as its 
chief. Most of his annual vacations were 
spent in Russia. Nearly every year he se- 
cured for himself the appointment as 
France's military representative at the 


keeping up all his connections and friend- 
ships at St. Petersburg, he neglected no 
opportunity of furthering the object which 
he had in view—namely: the conclusion of 
an alliance between hig country and Russia.

BPriend of the Kaiser, 
It was at one of these grand maneuvers 
of the Russian army that he made the ac 
quaintance of the German Emperor, who a 
the time took a great fancy to him and re- 
mained in correspondence with him until 
the Dreyfus episode cropped up. 
The correspondence began in rather an 
odd fashion. During the course of the Rus- 
sian maneuvers they discussed upon one oc- 
casion the strategy disp!ayed by the Cartha- 
ginian General, Hannibal, in his Italian 
campaign. Wifliam astonished De Boisdeffre 
by opposing the latter’s views with reg 
to the disposition of the troops at the battle 
of Canna, finally declaring that he possessed 
the documents upon which he based his as- 
sertions, and that he would, on getting bac 
to Germany, send a detailed exposition o 
his arguments in writing. to the General, 
The latter returned to France, and had al- 
most forgotten the incident when he received 
through the German Embassy a voluminous 
roll, together with a long letter of six close- 
ly written pages in the Emperor's own hand, 
the former containing a plan of the battle of 
Canhz, drafted by himself, and covered 
with notes destined to support his arguments 
with regard to Hannibal's tactics; while the 
letter, which was written in the purest 
French, contained further considerations by 
the Emperor on the subject. 
The French General hastened to reply to 
the Kaiser, thanking him for the letter, and 
from that time forth a friendly correspond- 
ence on the subject of military matters was 
kept up between: William and De Boisdeffre, 
which lasted until the time of the Dreyfus 
court-martial, just four years ago, Let me - 
add here that Emperor William's good opin- 
ion of De Boisdeffre is not shared by the 
other military authorities in Germany. The 
man whom they regard as the most danger- 
ous of French commanders from a Teuton 
point of view is General de Jamont, for they 
take the ground that De Boisdeffre in his 
project for the defense of France has left 
altogether tco much for his own memory 
and to bis own initiative; that his plan is de- 
ficient in exactitude and in mathematica] 
precision, and that he relies upon his own 
genius to supply the place of common sens¢ 
and of logic. 
General de Boisdeffre is too well provided 
with this world’s goods to render it possible 
that he should éver have communicated to 
his Russian friends any secrets of the French 
army for the sake of gain. But there is a 
widespread impression, not onty in France 
but also in foreign capitals, that he commu- 
nicated to the Russian War department mil- 
itary secrets of which he had become pos- 
sessed as deputy chief and afterward as chief 
of the headquarters staff, with the sole ob- | 
ject of promoting the conclusion of the alli- 
ance between. France and Russia. He is be- 
Heved to have thought that Russia would 
be more ready to enter into a combination 
with France if she were aware how excei- 
lent were the latter's préparations for war, 


Origin of the Charge. ei 

The fact that French military secrets had 
become known to a foreign power somehow 
or another leaked out and got into the hands 
of the newspapers, which called for an in- 
vestigation and for the punishment of the 
traitor. Attention was drawn to Dreyfus by 
the fact that the anti-Semitic Libre 
Parole, which was the first paper to-talk 
of the betrayal of France’s military secrets 


to a foreign power, had insinuated that the 
traitor muat 


» 


ecessarily be a Jew, and that ’ 


Dreyfus was the only member of that race 
in the War department. 

Of course there has been a woman in the 
case. But of this the less said the better. 
It is of all the discreditable features of this 
scandal the most unsavory, and if mention 
is made thereof it is merely for the sake of 
calling attention to the fact that General 
Mouton de Boisdeffre is by no means the 
only officer of his rank in the French army 
who has been driven into a dishonorable 
retirement through having failed to remem- 
ber that the Mars of the nineteenth century 
is required to be insensible to the charms 
andwiles of the fair, and that the most suc- 
cessful Generals of modern times have been 
almost ascetic in their distate of feminine 
graces and elegance. 

General oisdeffre cannot fail to recall 
the fate of General de Cisséy, who, after 
rendering most brilliant service to his coun- 
try, was driyen to resign his portfolio as 
Minister of War and. to withdraw into pri- 
vate life through having allowed his heart 
to get the better of his head in his dealin 
with the Baroness Kaula. He who nowd- 
days aspires to the command of great mili- 
tary operations stands in need of more of.

It is a difficult matter to secure an inter- 
view with M. Jean de Reszke, but a writer in 
the Woman at Home has succeeded in do- 
ing it, as the De Reszkes are now singing at 
Covent Garden. M. de Reszke praises Lon- 
don, but he bestows greater praise on Amer- 
ica, and especially Chicago, declaring that 
the Auditorium is the most perfect singing | 
hall in existence. The great tenor is a bi- 
cycle enthusiast. “‘I find bicycle riding 
beneficial to the vocal.chords,”’ he said, “‘ and 
the flight through the fresh air is soothing to 
the throat. My brother is as great a bicycle 
enthusiast as I. The singer knows no better 
doctor than his bicycle.”’ 

“Will you let me ask you how you study 
your parts?’’ ventured the interviewer. 

**I practice little in the ordinary sense of 
the word, but I am always studying, which 
is quite a different thing. For months and 
months before I undertake the learning of a 
new opera I have the character to be rep- 
resented in my mind. I live his life agit is 
my ardent wish to make him live in turn be- 
fore the eyes of the audience later on. On 
the day of a performance I sing a little, a

After a little more chat about America and 
Americans De Reszke, to the great delight of 
his Mterviewer, began to talk about his 
early life and his country. 

“Tell me about your home in Poland?”

Arbuckle, Havemeyer invited all the trouble 
he has had during the last two years.

Ar- 
buckle bought his entire sugar supply from 
the trust at a figure which permitted the 
making of three-fourths of a cent profit per 
pound on the “ package "’ coffee, then being 
introduced by Arbuckle. Without warning 
Havemeyer advanced the price of sugar to 
Arbuckle three-fourths of a cent per pound, 
utterly wiping out the latter's profit on his 
output. These sugar purchases aggregated 
250,000 pounds yearly and were made ona 
special contract, renewed annually. 

John Arbuckle was always a fighter and 
his’ blood boiled with rage at the treatment 
he had received at the hands of Havemeyer. 
"Je lost no time in calling at the office of 
the trust and demanding an explanation, 
but he received. no satisfaction. Have- 
meyer assumed an arbitrary attitude. 
Arbuckle could take the sugar at the trust

ble enemies. Arbuckle openly announced

Largely through the instru- 
mentality of this,friendship an Arbuckle 
sugar refining plant has just been finished 
in Brooklyn. 

In trade circles the new Arbuckle refinery 
is known as the Doscher plant. It was 
built by that company. With Havemeyer 
on the one side and Arbuckle on the other, 
and millions of money at the command of 
both, all the chances favor a more prolonged 
and bitter war than has ever before been 
waged in trade circles. Thus far Mr. Have- 
meyer has forced the fighting, and has se- 
verely punished his opponent, and it is only 
how that the latter has got into position to 
effectively hit back. 

While the sugar. refinery in Brooklyn has 
been going up Mr. Havemeyer has been 
cutting down the price of coffee, and the 
Arbuckles have been obliged to correspond- 
ingly reduce their product. When Mr. Ar- 
buckle first announced that he would com- 
pete with the sugar trust raw coffee was 
10 cents a pound and roasted was 16 cents— 
a margin of six cents a pound for the manu- 
facturer. Today the raw berry Is six cents 
and the roasted is eight cents—a margin of 
only two cents a pound for the manufact- 
urer.

And so the contest opens. The trust claims 
to have the best talent for refining sugar. 
Its-new competitors claim to have the latest 
machinery, and to have no dead wood to car- 
ry in the way of obsolete plants and inflated 
capitalization. Whether the trust has failed 
to bring its machinery up to date may be 
doubted, aithough when'a plant is once built 
it is difficult to reconstruct. Every reduc- 
tion of half a cent a pound in coffee forced 
upon the Arbuckles meant a difference of 
$2,000 a day in the proceeds of their busi- 
ness. : 

Now that they are reafly to produce sugar 
and hit back, it is calctlated that a reduc- 
tion of one-quarter cent per pound in re- 
fined sugar would mean loss of profit 
amounting to 60 cents a/barrel, which on an 
output of 30,000 barrels equais $18,000 a day, 
or for 300 working days, $5,400,000 a year. 

Before the trust was! organized only the 
run at a profit, and 
only its best plants are being run today. The 
trust’s refusal to give|up any part of its 
present output to new) competitors is at- 
tributed, first, to the fact that this would 
encourage others still to build refineries, and 
also the fact that in order to earn dividends 
on its enormous capitalization of $75,000,000 
of stock the trust needs to turn out the quan- 
tity of sugar it now refines. 

Of the country’s production of 40,000 bar- 
rels a day the trust has for some time had 
about 30,000 barrels. The refinery complet- 
ed at San Francisco by the Sandwich Island 
sugar growers, together with the Arbuckle 
and Doscher plants, has a capacity of 9,000 
barrels, and to ‘let them in’’ would con- 
sequently; mean a loss of nearly a third of 
the trust’s business, besides offering a pre- 
mium to other competitors to enter the 
field. 

In 1898, when the share capital of the trust 
was $50,000,000, it secured a virtual monop- 
oly of the business by taking in the Boston 
and Philadelphia refineries, issuing $25,000, - 
000 of new stock to pay for them. In the 
five years that have sin¢e passed new plants 
of much greater aggregate capacity have’ 


country, at a cost probably of not more 
than one-fourth the sum paid by the trust; 
and now loom up the Arbuckle and Doscher 
plants across the East ‘River, at the doors 
of the trust. Clearly, there must be a limit 
of the buying up of competitors. 


Immense Sums at Stake. 


Mr. Molienhaeur, whose big refinery up the 
river has been a great success, is quoted as 
stating that for $1,000,000 he could erect a 
refinery to refine 3,000) barrels a day. On 
that basis the effective working plant of the 
trust could be duplicated for $10,000,000, and 
if the Doscher and Arbuckle factories have 
been constructed on similarly economical 
lines they could be worked at prices which 
would speedily use up the alleged enormous 
surplus possessed by the trust. 

To pay dividends of 7 per cent on $37,500,000 
of preferred stock and 12 per cent on a like 
amount of common stock the trust in the 
past has had at first a virtual monopoly of 
the business and more recently a decreasing, 
but still large proportion of it, and a duty 
which gives a margin pf about one cent a 
pound between the raw and the refined 
product, whereas abroad, in Germany, for 
instance, the difference between 96° centrif- 
ugal sugar and granulated fs only one-fourth 
of a cent. a: 

The annual increase of this country’s con- 
sumption of sugar averages about 3 per cent 
over a series of years, which does not begin 
to compare with the heavy increase in sur- 
plus of refining capacity. 

The stimulated growing of the sugar beet 
is destined to soon render impossible any- 
thing like monopoly in sugar refining, as 
beet raising inVolves the erection of a vast 
number of small refineries where the beets 
are grown. Counting such factories, there 
are today twenty refineries outside the. 
former monopoly.

Well, 
sir, that boat acted just as if she was alive 
and resented it. Every time there came ona 
blow she just stuck her nose down as if she 
was a trying to wash that mineral water off. 
But it warn’t-no use, the bad luck stuck to 
her tighter than wax. Thefirst trip np the 
Captain’s wife fell overboard and drowned. 
And the week after the cook came down with 
smalipox and the boat was done for for that 
season. They repainted her and gave her a 
new name next year, but the same old hoodoo 
followed like it was stuck to the rudder 
post.

Autopsy societies, nevertheless, sometimes 


ceased members and occasionally have to 
record annoying failures. Shortly after 
Walt Whitman’s death Dr. Cattell of the 
American Anthropomorphic . association 
made an effort to secure the brain of the 
venerable poet, whom Tennyson so much 
admired, but encountered and was vanh- 
quished by the vigorous opposition of the 
bard's family. Nevertheless, he made the 
autopsy on’March 27, 1892, and weighed and 
examined the brain, but he was not permit- 
ted to take away the tissue. | 


Case of Bishop Brooks. 

An interesting case in point was that of 
the late Bishop Phillips Brooks. Shortly 
before his death Dr. Brooks had in an in- 
formal way become a member of the An- 
thropometric society. The Bishop died on 
Jan. 23, 1893, and on the evening of Jan. 24 
Dr. Cattell, who was then curator of the 
society, started for Boston to make the 
autopsy. 

The midnight express upon which he was 
a passenger was bowling.along over the 
Pennsylvania railroad at a speed that would 
have carried the doctor to his destination in 
‘ample time. In his inside pocket Dr. Cattell 
carried the written permission of Dr. Brooks 
to the Anthropome@ric society to do what 
it pleased with his brain, and all seemed 
Plain sailing to him. 

Unfortunately two freight trains had col- 
lided just beyond Princeton and the express 
came along in time to become mixed up in 
the wreck. Several men were injured and 
Dr. Cattell turned his attentiontothem. He 
accompanied one of the men to Trenton and 
attended him urfitil he was placed in the care 
of the hospital authoritiesthere, After that 
there was nothing for Dr. Cattell to do but 
to return to Philadelphia and await the first 
opportunity to get through. 

The next evening he started once more and 
got through to Boston without mishap. He 
learned,to his dismay, however, that the 
Bishop’s body .had been hermetically sealed 
that day and could not be disturbed again 
owing to the fact that death had been due 
to diphtheria. | 

Professor Frederick Starr expects to put 
the Autopsy society at the University of 
Chicago on a legal footing at once. 

** It has not been lack of interest but lack 
of time that has delayed the formalities so 
long,”’ he said. ‘‘I have over a score of 
correspondents who to all intents are now 
members of the society and who will be- 
queath their brains to it if they have not 
already done so.’’ | 

Professor Starr said the Chicago society 
bad no intention of affiliating with the 
American Anthropometric association. Each 
organization treasures the brains of its dead 
members and friends not only on account 
of their scientific value but as sacred me- 
mentos of past personal relations, which 
shows that sentiment is not by any means 
lacking even in what opponents of crema- 
tion and dissecting-rooms and others of 
their ilk would regard as the grewsome sur- 
roundings of an autopsy soctlety. Yet a

Sir Thomas Lipton’s Plans as Expound- 
ed by Himself to a British 
Interviewer. 


Sir Thomas Lipton is a busy man, and con+ 
sequently not easy to find. But when you 
do find him he is courtesy itself, and he 1s 
ready enough to give you information. Bir 
Thomas was at his pretty place at Old 
Southgate when (writes a Daily Chronicle 
representative) I calied at his office on Fri- 
day morning, in the City Road, and we nad 
a chat over the telephone about the new 
yacht that Messrs. Harland & Wolff are 
building fur him. For Sir Thomas is going to 
challenge the New York Yacht club, which 
is now the holdcr of the America Cup. | It is 
three years since the last challenge was 
made, when the Defender beat the Valkyric, 
and the people of both the United Kingdom 
and the United States will be delighted to 
learn that an Irish sportsman has been 
found to challenge the present holders of the 
cup. r 

There is a certain fitness about this, be- 
cause, hoth England and Scotland have tried 
their hands and failed. Now it is the turn 
of Ireland, and the fortunate combination 
of Sir Thomas Lipton’s purse with Messrs. 
Harland & Wolff’s skill as shipbuilders, 
seems to point to success for that country. 

**T shall be delighted to tell you anything 
I can,” said Sir Thomas, in answer to my 
first question, ‘“‘about the match. In the 
past there has been a tendency to underrate 
the smartness of the American yachtrmen 
and of the craft they pit against us. I don’t 
intend lo repeat that mistake on the presert 
occasion., This time we are goinng to have

‘TEN MILLIONS FOR A SERVANT. 
Ferdinand Linke, Vienna’s "Famous 


Usurer, Leaves That Amount to 
Daughter. 


Vienna, Aug. 16.—The death has occurred 


of Ferdinand Linke, the king of Austrian 
usurers and a conspicuous figure if Vien- 
nese life. 

Linke started a money-lending business. 
in 1860 with a capital of £10, and by the ex- » 
orbitant rates of interest which he chaiged, 
as well as the callousness with which he. 
extracted his pound of flesh from his vic- 
tims, he soon amassed a large fortune, and . 
died worth over £2,000,000. 


Linke’s methods frequently exceeded the 


limits of the law, and he was sentenced to 
several terms of imprisonment, amounting 
in all to upward of eight years. His pas- 
sion for usury, however, remained uncooled, 
and on his release from prison he always 
returned to his work with renewed zeal. 
In his private life the usurer was eccentric 
in the extreme, He kept one man over 80 
years old to manage the household affairs, 
and lived as if he were in need of the neces- 
sities of life. He closely barred his doors 
and windows and had a bodyguard of fierce 
bloodhounds. 


After his death several hundred thousand 


pounds in bank notes and gold were found | 
hidden under the floor, in carefully con- 
cealed holes in the wall, and other curious 
places. 


His daughter is the sole heiress to the 


usurer’s immense fortune. She has lived 
in perfect ignorance of her father’s wealth, 
and has earned her living as a domestic 
servant. When she inherited her fortune 
of £2,000,000 she was maid-of-all-work ina 
struggling tradesman’s house, with an an- 
nual wage of £5. 


Linke has imposed on his heiress one 


characteristic condition—vis.; that no por- 
tion of the inheritance shall at any time be 
devoted to charitable purposes.—London

DEPARTMENT INVESTIGATION. 

There will be widespread if not universal 
approval of the action of the President in 
ordering an investigation of affairs connect- 
ed with the management of the late war, 
especially those relating to the conduct of 
the Quartermaster, Commissary, and Med- 
ical departments of the army. It is under- 
stood that the investigation will cover the 
selection of unsanitary camp sites, where 
no pure water or only an insufficient sup- 
ply could be found, the lack of transporta- |. 
tion facilities, the failure to furnish quar- 
termaster and commissary stores and med- 
ical supplies where needed, and other short- 
comings of the various branches of service 
in the camps and the field, in conse- 
quence of which the health, comfort, and 
efficiency of the troops have been affected or 
lives have been sacrificed, It would have 
been well if such an investigation could 
have been begun earlier, as it might have 
resulted in avoiding many costly errors and 
possibly saved some valuable lives, but it 
will answer a useful purpose now by fixing 
responsibility for mistakes and inducing the 
avoidance of their repetition in the future, 
Undoubtedly complaints have been made 
in some cases where no real ground of com- 
plaint existed, or where the results were un- 
avoidable. A careful and impartial inves- 
tigation by a competent commission will 
have the effect to develop the facts in such 
cases, and serve to vindicate those who 
have been unjustly or erroneously accused. 
It should therefore be hailed with satisfac- 
tion by every man who is conscious of hav- 
ing discharged his duty faithfully and to the 
full extent of the means at his command. | 
The beginning made by the President in 
the selection of a commission to conduct | 
the investigation is as gratifying as the de- 
termination to mak the investigation itself. 
The names of such men as ex-Lieutenant 
General Schofield, formerly commanding 
General of the army, and General J. B. 
Gordon, late United States Senator from 
Georgia, are a pledge that their work will 
be done with intelligence, efficiency, and 
impartiality. With other men of like char- 
acter upon the commission, there will be as- 
surance that no fact will be overlooked or 
effort calculated to turn the light of day 
upon those branches of the service which 
have been most severely criticised. What

ANGLO-AMERICAW EUROPEAN COM- 
BINATION. 

The Rt.-Hon. Sir’ Richard Temple, an 
English baronet, has contributed a paper 
to the North American Review for Septem- 
ber, under the title; “An Anglo-American 

Combination” which 


Versus a European 
will attract the attention of all thoughtful 
readers. The article in question is devoted 
to a statement of the comparative strength 
of these combinations in case of war. Upon 
the one side he aces the United States 
and the British Empire, with their belong- 
ings, and on the other side the three great 
powers, France, Germany, and Russia. 
While Austria could not contribute much 
in force or resources, the writer places it 
on the side of- Germany, and in such Case 
‘adds Italy to the. British side. 
not included on either side. 

As to the factor of population, the writer 
assigns to the Huropean combination 221 
millions, mostly white; 64 millions colored; 
in all 285 millions, of which Russia alone 
furnishes 130 millions. On the other side, 
the population of the United States is set 
down at 70 millions and that of the United 
Kingdom and self-governing colonies at 
55 millions, a total of 125 millions. In all. 
parts of the world the British Empire has 
a total of 350 millions, so that the grand 
total would amount to 475 millions, or more 
than one-third ofthe population of the globe, 
while the power of expansion would aug- 
ment enormously the status of the Anglo- 
American population. ‘The latter combina- 
tion wouldalose nothing by the comparison 
of area, as it has 15% millions of square 
miles to 13% millions for the European com- 
bination. The total coast line of the Eu- 
ould hardly exceed 
17,000 miles, with only one harbor of the 
first rank—Hamburg—while the Anglo- 
American combination has 62,000 miles of 
coast and 19 first rate harbors. The writer 
says in this connection: “ The United States 
has 3,000 miles on - Atlantic, with the 
harbors of Boston, New York, Baltimore, 
and New Orleans,,and 2,000 miles on the 
Pacific, with the harbors of San Francisco 
and Portland, together with 3,000 miles for 
Alaska and its islands. A portion of the

The annual out- 
put of coal for the United States and Great 
Britain is 405 millions, of the European 
combination 138 millions, while that of 
iron is 25 millions and 20 millions respec- 
tively, The total revenues on the Anglo- 
American side are $1,855,000,000, while 
those of the European combination are 
$2,025,000,000. The peace establishments 
of the French, Gernian, and Russian armies 
may be two millions, while that of the Eu- 
ropean combination is 1,030,000. The 
Anglo-American navy would number 410 
ships; that of the Bnuropean combination

EXPLAINING sian, politicians and ‘news-

TWO TRUSTS AT WAR. 

Not for many years has there been so bit- | 
ter a fight waged in commercial lines as that 
now going on between two of the most ex- 
tensive trusts in the United States—coffee 
and sugar. Details of the causes which led 
to the antagonism of the “ autocrats of the 
breakfast table ’ and the progress and vary- 
ing phases of the skirmishes which took 
place from time to time before the condi- 
tions became those of open and pronounced 


Whichever side wins—whether Ar- 
buckle, the coffee man, succeeds in dealing 
a death blow to Havemeyer, the king of the 
refined sugar industry, or whether the sugar 
trust proves mighty enough to break up the 
coffee monopoly, admittedly the lesser of 
the two evils—the American people will 
have cause for congratulation. That one 
or both of the trusts will come out of the 
conflict in a badly crippled condition there 
is little doubt. Money losses on both sides 
already foot up into the millions, and the 
fight is not yet at its most violent stage. 
There is no lack of the sinews of war on 
either side. The leaders of the opposing 
forces are millionaires many times over and 
are willing to spend vast fortunes if the 
annihilation of a formidable business rival 
may be effected. 
» To the people generally it is a matter of 
indifference which side wins. Public sym- 
pathy generally, if it cuts any figure in the 
case, is on the Arbuckle side of the contro- 
versy. He has had a monopoly of a certain 
kind of coffee only, commercially known as 
“ package ”’ coffee, in which the ground ber- 
ry is blended with sugar. Nocomplaint has 
ever been made as to the quality of the Ar- 
buckle production or with his business 
methods. On the other side, the sugar trust 
has the earned enmity.of the grocery inter- 
ests? which have been forced to do business 
with it. It is the parent of an infinite num- 
ber of trust offspring. Every grocers’ asso- 
ciation, local and State, is its creature, no 
member of which can buy sugar of the 
Havemeyer trust without a subscription to 
its irksome and arbitrary terms and condi- 
tions. 

The operations and methods of the trust 
are pernicious in the extreme and obnoxious 
to the American people. They will be glad 
to see it receive its death blow. Its tenden- 
cy is to eliminate every particle of science 
from business, making merchants simply 
machines through which to sell trust prod- 
ucts at established prices. The present 
fight between Arbuckle and Havemeyer had 
its origin in the indisposition of the former 
to be dictated to in the matter of prices on 
sugar purchases. | 

When Arbuckle broke the bonds which 
had bound him and started sugar refineries 
of his own Havemeryer retaliated by enter- 
ing the coffee roasting industry. Competi- 
tion has already made serious inroads in. 
prices and promises to make still further 
reductions. To this extent the consumer 
has been the beneficiary in the battle be- 
tween tlre millionaires—and it goes without 
saying that the users of coffee and sugar 
are quite willing to see the good fight goon. , 


ASSASSINATION OF AN EMPRESS. 
The assassination of the Empress Eliza- 
beth of Austria at the Hotel Beaurivage in 
Geneva, Switzerland, appears to be another 
‘of those wanton and insane acts for which 
the Anarchists of Europe are infamous. The 
fiend who committed the deed is said to bear 
the name of Lucchoni and to have been born 
in Paris of Italian patents. If the motive 
that guided his murderous stiletto was any- 
thing more definite than the usual anarchis- 
tic craze for spilling royal blood it is not 
known at this writing. Possibly the mur- 
derer thought by this means to inflict the 
deadliest wound possible upon the heart of 
the Emperor, Franz Josef, whose romantic 
love for his wife has become a matter of 
At the age of 61 the Austrian Empress 
still retained much of the remarkable beau- | 
ty which made her famous a generation ago 
among the courts of Europe. She also re- 
tained much of the unusual vigor and al- 
most masculine strength which made her 
the best horsewoman ini Europe and one of 
the best feminine pedestrians of her time. 
Her love for outdoor sports helped her to 
live throngh some of the hardest trials that. 
can fall to a woman’s lot, for her imperial 
life at Vienna was marked by many trou- 
bles. 
She was a younger danghter 6 the penni- 
less Duke Maximilian of Bavaria, and until 
1854 her life was one of extreme simplicity. 
Even her great beauty would not have led 
any one to suppose that she was destined for 
a throne. But when the youthful Franz 
Josef, obedient to his mother’s behests, went 
to ask for the hand of Maximilian’s elder 
daughter, Helena, he chanced to meet this 
younger and humbler buat more beautiful 
sister, fell in love on the spot, and married 
her in spite of his mother’s protests and in 
spite of the shocked sensibilities of the 
whole hidebonnd aristocratic clique of the 
Austrian capital. What the young wife 
was made to suffer on being introduced into 
this nest of hostile conservatism may read- 
ily be imagined. She was made the object 
of studied neglect by her husband's mother 
and by the whole. sycophantic court that 
took its cue from het. The life of the young 
wife was embittered for years by these hos- 
. tile surroundings, bat her indomitable ecour-

lecting her egg-laying duties in an effort 
to keep her toes from being frozen. 


The store, as stated above, is about 425,000 


cases now. Before the season closes prob- 
ably the figure will be 440,000—perhaps 450,- 
000. Four hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand cases of eggs seem to the uninstruct- 
ed mind like a wonderful amount, but the 
figures become more startling when one 
considers there are thirty dozen eggs in 
each case. A quick calculation shows 12,- 
750,000 dozen, and this again multiplied 
by twelve gives 153,000,000 eggs as the num- 
ber in. holding in Chicago, which city, by 
the way, handles more eggs than any three 
other markets in the United States. Laid 
end to énd they would make a white line 
4,500 miles long.

MAKING NAVAJO BLANKETS. 
Wonderful Product Comes from ‘the 


Primitive Looms Used by 
the Squaws. 


Americans are a traveling people, but how 


many, outside of army circles, have visited | 
a Navajo camp or witnessed the manufac- 
ture of a Navajo blanket? It isa productof 


the loom really wonderful in design and tex- 
ture when the disadvantages under which it 
was made are considered. The Navajos are 


a peaceful people of the Pueblo type. The 


squaws weave blankets and the men tend 
sheep and ponies. Many of them are rich, 


and most of them are self-supporting, de- 
riving their’ income from their herds, the 


wool of their flocks, and the manufacture of 


their blankets. The wool of what is termed 
“the native wool blanket” is taken from. 
‘their own sheep, and native dyes, produced 


from various herbs, give the blanket its 
peculiar coloring. | 

A Navajo blanket belongs to the Navajo 
and to him alone, [{n fact, itis a part of him. 
In every hogan or hut. you will find these 
blankets, and a short distance 4way, amid 
the sage brush or on the windward side of a 
rock, you can see a Navajo squaw squatted 
on, ee ground busily @ngaged weaving an- 
other. | 


The outfit is simple. Two sticks on which | 


strings are strung, a long flat stick to ram 
each thread home, a cylinder-shaped one to 
keep the threads straight, a small one sim- 
ilar to acomb to prevent any tangles—this is 
the loom which produces the weird Navajo 


blanket. Yet with these tools a Navajo 
squaw manufactures a blankét which may * 


be used for a rug and will last half a century. 
It may seem an easy thing to produce one, 
but just make the attempt. 

In these days when Navajo blankets have 
become a product of the market, and when 
the Indian is surrounded by civilization, with 
traders’ stores énabling him to exchange his 
blankets for articles of European make, 
there has arisen a new Navajo blanket made 
from Germantown wool. It is certainly a 
work of art, handsome as well as unique in 
appearance. The Indians buy this wool from 
the traders, and it is a curious fact that of 
the multitude of blankets produced no two 
have been known tagbe alike. I visited the 
store of the largest collector of these blan- 
kets when he had over $20,000 worth in stock, 
and I could discover no exact counterpart. 

The Navajos as a rule are cute and sly in 


the business. Their contact with civilization 


has taught them the “ Yankee method ”’ of 


driving a bargain. At Fort Wingate, a reg-: 
ular army post, situated on the edge of the’ 


Navajo reservation, it is rot unusual to see 


an ee _— at one end of the officers’ | 
quarters and enter every house trying to sell 
his blankets. Sometimes he meets with suc-| 
cess at the first house, but it is a well estab- 
lished fact that with each refusal the price 


of -his article decreases.’ The spring or 
early summer is the begt time for buying. 
During the winter the squaws are busy 
weaving, and then as the summer approaches 
they are brought into the settlements. Some- 
times the squaws come, but never alone. The 
“ buck’’ accompanies to see that they are 
not cheated, The buck stalks ahead, fol- 
lowed by the blanket laden squaw. The In- 
dian has no compunction in loading his 
“ better haif’’ with all she can carry. | 


To find a real Navajo blanket weaver you | 


must go away from the towns and villages. 


Walk acrogs almost any level plain until you | 


come to the bluffs, and there, among the hill- 
sides, you will find her home. I have thought 
as I watched her at her work, which goes on 
from morn till eve for months at a time, how 
wearied she must get, and have asked my- 
self, Does she ever want to stop? I do not 
know that, but I have learned that when 
money is scarce she cannot stop, but must 


work on and work on, content to receive as.

TATO CONDITIONS ARE NOT BAD. 


yernment Report Makes a Showing | 
pnsiderably Better than Last Year. 


ie government report on Irish potatoes issued 
erday makes the average condition of the crop 
This shows a decline of 6.2 points during 
August, but the condition is still 11 points above 
and only seven-tenths of

he last ten years. Other crop conditions are 
reported. Nearly all important tobacco grow-

‘The missionaries were called upon te 
adopt the Mahdi’s faith, the penalty for ree 
fusing being death. 
‘They h a consultation and decided 
death to be preferable. “ We have chosen 
death,” they sent word to the Mahdi, but 
for some inexplicable reason the Mahdi did 
not carry out his threat. 
Soon afterward the sisters were seized 
and distributed among the Emirs of tie 
Khalifa’s army. On journeys hither and 
thither with their Emir mastets these wom- 
en were forced to walk barefooted over the 
burning sand with their feet Bleeding from 
innumerable thorn wounds. The torture of 
the march was unspeakable, The Emirs 
took délight in beating their white women 
slaves, insulted them at every opportunity, 
and abused them most brutally. The sua 
burned their faces until the skin peeled off, 
and when one of the sisters fell in the road 
from fatigue she was strung up by the feet 
and the already bleeding soles beaten with 
sticks until the feet became swollen ang 
black. Through it all the sisters clung te 
their faith and no threat could induce them 
te abandon it. 
Sister Grigolini, bleeding from a hundred 
whip marks, succeeded one night in escaping 
from her black master and made her way to 
the Mahdi’s hut. She forced her way inte 
his presence and with tears running dows 
her face protested against the cruel treat 
ment the captives were feceiving. The 
Mahdi’s heart was touched at the sight of 
the poor woman’s wounds and he ordered tie 
sisters released from the tyrannical Bmiira,
